The Rev. Hugh R. Percy, new
ractor of 8t, Andrew's Episcopal
Ohurch here, is a veteran of 21
years in the ministry—as a pas.
tor, missionary, and Canadian
army chaplain to the famed Cal.
gary Islanders. He artived in
Torrance only last Saturday
from his former parish at St.
Paul's Anglican Church, Winnl-J

g, Can, |

His first impressions of Cali-|
fornia are only fragmentary as
yet, although he noted that cus.
toms here are in many respeots
quite different from his native
Canada, He has found much
less formality here than in his
homeland.

Moore Recommended

His call to serve here came
as a complete surprise to Rev.
Percy. When the Rev, Andrew
B. Beilo arnounced his resigna:
tion last summer. Alan 8,
Moore, a member of the church,
recalled that he had once met
Rev. Percy, who was a ochap-
lain in the Canadian Army nl‘
the same time that Moore was |
a soldier, |

Moore had heen impressed by
the chaplain and managed to
find his Winnipeg address. Rev.
Parcy visited the local church
several months ago and decided
to accept the call,

“Bach time I have moved, T
have felt that it was a call of
God,” Rev. Percy said. ‘“The
local church seemed to need and
want me, so I came, If some-
one had told me six months ago
that I would be in California to-
day, T would have thought that
he was crazy.”

Bullding Problem

As pastor here, Rev. Percy
was immediately confronted
with a pressing problem—the
fact that the rectory is being re.
modeled and he and his wife,
Vivian, and two children, Char-
lotte, 13, and Timothy, 8, are
now llving in temporary quar-
ters at 2267 Torrance Blvd.

His building problems here
will be of a different nature
from those which he faced as a
missionary to the Indians and
settlers in the area of Rupert's
Island, far north in Canada.

Eyeing the sunny Torrance
landscape, he recalled that he
had done his work in Canada
at temperatures as low as 40
degrees below zero.
